examination In 


their work. 


No applicant shall be eligible to the 


position of regular teacher unless the 
superintendent has certified to the 
Board of Education that said applicant 
has fully completed 
the course of 


study prescribed for contingent teach- 
ers, unless she furnished satisfactory 
evidence to the Board of Education 
that she has had at least one year's 
successful 
experience as teacher in 


the public schools, or that she is a 
graduate of some 
reputable normal 


training school. 


These regulations are proving ad- 


vantageous, both to our schools and 
those who wish to enter the profession 
of teaching. The schools get better ser- 
vice, and the teachers 
having first 


learned how to teach, cuter on their 
work with confidence in themseJves, 
and avoid the failures that are so fre- 


quently made "by teachers who have 
had no previous training in the theory 
and practice of teaching. 


Contingent teachers and candidates 


for election 
as contingent 
teachers 


who have not yet been Certified by the 
Board of Directors are expected to 
take the regular examination in No- 
vember. 
Contingent teachers cannot 


receive pay for substitute work unless 
they hold certificates from the Boar;', 
of Examiners.

Toledo, Oct. 21— Alonzo Godard, 82 


years of age, at one time the wealth- 
iest and most prominent business man 
in Toledo, died at the Toledo Hospital 
here penniless. It is stated that Mr. 
Godard was one of the first men in 
this country who could 
count 
his 


wealth at $1,000,000 or over. 


Sixty-two years 
ago 
Mr. Godard 


moved here from Detroit, and with 
some other men started a line oi boats 
between Cincinnati 
and Toledo and 


intermediate points along 
the canal. 


At one time Mr. Godard was the sole 
owner of 250 canal boats which plied 
between Toledo and points in 
the 


northern part of the state. 


He made a large amount of money 


in this business, and when the rail- 
road began to compete with the canal 
lines, the canal business was forced 
to fall away, and gradually it died out 
almost completely. Mr. Godard left tne 
canal business with what 
was then 


considered an immense fortune. Aft- 
erward he went into the grain busi- 
ness here and speculation and lost his 
immense fortune in investments which 
turned out bad. He was elected Grain 
Inspector of the Toledo Produce Ex- 
change and held the 
position until 


18SO. 


He was an honorary rnmeber of -the 


Toledo Produce Exchange, was one of 
the original members of the board awl j 
the oldest grain man in this city. His 
funeral will take place under the aus- 
pices of the local Board of Trade. He 
leaves an aged widow, who will be pro- 
vided for also by the Board of Trade.

Paris, Oct. 21—In the chamber ot 


deputies today Ernest Rooue, National- 
ist, introduced a bill providing for the 
separation of "church and state, the 
abolition .of the budget of public wor- 
ship, and 
the suppression 
of 
the 


embassy at the Vatican.

lenge to the government to carry out 
the radical paltforrn, M. Roohe declar- 
ing the question had figured long 
long enough in the Radical platform, 
and tiat if the struggle against the 
congregation was sincere the govern- 
ment ought to carry out the separation 
of church and state.

An Economical Prince 


[Original.] 


There was once a German principali- 


ty— Sarvania— which has disappeared 
from tho map of Europe, having been 
absorbed by the kingdom of Prussia. 
Its domain consisted of about lu.OOO 
acres, its inhabitants of about 4,000 
people. The prince who governed lived 
In a palace surrounded by a court, pos- 
sessed an army, indeed was at the 
head of a miniature monarchy. His 
brothers and cousins were his minis- 
ters and chief ofticers, his female rel- 
atives dames of honor to his princess;. 
The go\ eminent was supported by a 
tax on the people which produced in 
our money about $0,300 a year. Of 
course it was necessary to be very eco- 
nomical. * 


The occupation of the Inhabitants of 


Sarvania was growing grapes which 
produced a sour wine. After awhile 
the soil became ban-en, and there was 
no crop and no income. The people de 
clared that since there was nothing to 
pay with they should not be taxed, but 
the prince argued: "If there is no tax, 
there is no government. That means 
anarchy. Anarchy means no more 
crops. The people will starve." That 
did not satisfy the malcontents, and 
there was a rebellion. Three hundred 
men armed with scythes and pitch- 
forks stormed the palace. They were 
met by the regular army of fifty men 
under the general in chief, routed and 
their leader was captured,. 


The possession of this arch rebel oc- 


casioned the prince as much mental 
disquietude as the capture of Jefferson 
Davis caused President Lincoln. In 
the Sarvania case it was simply a mat- 
ter of economy. There was no execu- 
tioner in the principality, and to send 
for one from a distance would be very 
expansive.

lu the Hnu»e company with me in the 


civil war was Abner Drew, a consump- 
tive, btoop shouldered young man, to 
whom was given the sobriquet of 
Humpy.

DEATH. BED 


Could Not be Used Against the Narra- 


tor—Field Was Dismissed at 


New Castle. 


New Castle, Pa., Oct. 21—Frank J. 


Field, of Pittsburg, accused of 
lh-,- 


murder of City Treasurer John Blevins 
has been adjudged not guilty and was 
discharged at a preliminary hearing 
before Justice Gilliland here. The com 
monwealth opened the case by placing 
Charles M. McCracken on the stand. 
The latter told in detail how he had 
journeyed 
to Kansas, 
found H. R. 


Peek at Gorhum, Kan., who had in his 
possession the alleged verbal confes- 
sion of Judson Field confessing to the 
murder of John Blevins and implicat< 
ing his brother, Frank J. Field. Mc- 
Claren obtained affidavits from 
the 


members of the Peek family and tue 
attending physician that ..-dson Field 
made th~e confession when dying at 
Peek's home. 


Field is alleged to have said that ne 


crept "up behind Blevins as the latter 
sat in his office on the night of Janu- 
ary 7, 1890. He then dealt Blevins his 
death blow, the weapon being a long 
wooden tent stake, according to the al- 
leged confession. The accused, Frank 
J. Field, is said to have stood at the 
door and after the commission of the 
crime, 
according to the confession, 


both men ran away and escaped. Jud- 
son was later caught with a stolen 
horse in — s possession, was tried and 
sentenced to jail. He afterward es- 
caped by removing bricks from tbe 
jail wall, crawled through and slid 
down a telephone pole to liberty. That 
Judson Field told of these 
circum- 


stances in the confession alleged to 
have been made is sworn to in the af- 
fidavits exhibited. 
The latter was 


sworn out before a Russell county jus 
tice. 


The attorneys for the defense sub- 


mitted the following points of law: 
First, that the affidavits were merer/ 
hearsay as to tae confesison 
being 


made, and as such could not be ad- 
mitted as evidence; second, that if the 
confession was really that of Judson 
Field it could only be used as evidence 
against himself and not against tiny 
otner unless the confession were made 
in the presence of and with the ap- 
proval of the others named. The objec- 
tions were sustained and the confes- 
sion was ruled out. 


The commonwealth had no other 


evidence and Field was discharged. As 
he left the court room he was met by 
thousands of'citizens who were ea.=fci- 
to grasp his hand as he passed oat.
